The forts of San Jean de Porto Rico 
were bombarded by part of Rear Ad­ 
miral Sampson's fleet this morning. 
The enemy's loss is believed to be heavy. 
The American loss is two men killed 
and seven men injured 
After three hours firing the admiral 
withdrew the fleet aud, heading for Key 
West, he said: 
“ I am satisfied with the morning’s 
work. 
I could have taken San Juan, 
but I have no force to hold it. 
I only 
wanted to administer punishment. This 
has been done. 
I came for the Spanish 
fleet and not for San Ju an .”

Off Cabanas, Cuba, May 12, via Key 
West, May 14.—In an effort to laud 
Companies £ and G of the First United 
State* infantry on the shore of Pinar 
del Rio this afternoon, with 500 rifles, 
6,000 rounds of ammunition aud some 
food supplies for the insurgents, the 
first laud fight of the war took place. 
Each side may claim a victory, for if 
the Spaniards frustrated the effort to 
connect with insurgents, the Americans 
got decidedly the better of the battle, 
killing 12 or more of the enemy, aud on 
their own part suffering not a wound. 
The steamer Gussie of the Morgan 
line with the troops and cargo men­ 
tioned, 
started for the Cuban coast. 
She fell in with tho gunboat Vicksburg 
on the blockade off 
Havana. 
Other 
blockading vessels came op also. 
The 
converted 
revenae 
catter 
Manning, 
Captain W. M. Hunger, was detailed to 
convoy the Gnssie and three abreast, 
the steamers moved along the coast. 
No doubt Morro Castle’s defenders 
observed the strange vessel and sent the 
alarm ahead. 
Spanish soldiers were ; 
seen grouped on the shore near Muriel, J 
and the Mannings guns were truiued j 
upon them, suspecting a masked bat­ 
tery. 
No shots were fired, however. 
The Cubau guides on the Gussie took 
their machetes to a grindstone on the 
hurricane deck. 
Our soldiers gathered 
around to see them sharpen the long 
knives, but only oue could be induced to 
test the end of these barbarous instru­ 
ments with his thumb. 
For some minutes the cavalry watched 
us, then galloped over the hill iu the 
direction we were heading. 
By the 
ruined walls of aa old stone house fur­ 
ther ou Spanish troops were gathered. 
Several shots xvere fired by the gunboat 
Manning aud presently no troops were 
visible. 
It had been decided to laud 
near here, but the depth of water was 
not favorable. 
Just west of Port Cabanas harbor the 
Gussie anchored, the Manning cover­ 
ing the lauding place with her gnus, 
and the torpedo boat Wasp came up, 
eager to assist. 
The first American soldier to step on 
the Cuban shore from this expedition 
was Lieutenant Crofton, Captain O’Con­ 
nor, with the first b .at load, having 
gone a longer route. 
A reef near the 
beech threw the men out aud they stum­ 
bled through water up to their breasts. 
When they reached dry land they im­ 
mediately weut into the bush to form a 
picket line. 
Suddenly a rifle shot, fol­ 
lowed 
by 
continuous 
sharp firing, 
warned the men that the enemy had 
been in waiting. 
The captain of the transport signaled 
to the warships aud the Manning fired 
iuto the woods beyond our pit ketlines. 
Shrapnel hissed through the air like hot 
iron plunged into water. 
The Wasp opened with her small guns. J 
The cannonade began at 8:15 and lasted 
15 minutes; then our pickets appeared, 
the ships circled rouud aud, being told 
by Captain O’Connor, who hail come 
from shore, where the Spaniards were, 
IOO shots more were fired in that direc­ 
tion. 
It was decided that the soldiers should 
re-embark on the Gussie aud tliat the 
guides should take the horses that had 
beeu sent ashore aud seek the insurg­ 
ents anti make a new appointment. 
They rode off to the westward aud dis­ 
appeared around a point. 
"Say,” shouted a man from Company I 
G after them, "you forgot your grind- I 
stone.” 
The transport Gnssie, with 7,000 rifles 
for the insurgents, was late yesterday 
still cruisi ng off Calwiuas and Marie!, 
having been unable to locate any in- j 
gurgent* or to laud her cargo.

The flying squadron under Confmodore 
Schley put to sea late yesterday after­ 
noon under sealed orders.

the second class battleship Texas, the 
protected yacht Scorpion and the collier 
Sterling. 
Commodore Schley received 
his orders from Washington yesterday. 
He refused to divulge the destination of 
the squadron. 
The squadron is con­ 
sidered very formidable aud the caliber 
aud number of gnus are in excess of any 
other squadron as to number in the 
world. 
The Columbia aud Minneapolis, 
it is believed, will leave later aud catch 
up the flying squadron. 
At 4 o’clock a signal ordering the bat­ 
tleship Mas achasetts, the Texas, dia- 
patt iiboat Scorpion aud collier Sterling 
to weigh anchor was run up to the top 
of the Brooklyn’s military mast. Thirty 
minutes later smoke was carling from 
the stacks on the ships aud they were 
ploughing the sea at a rate of 15 knots.
